Charles Zoellars Is the first mao to 
be sentenced under the new work­ 
house contract, and he, like some of 
th e other old offenders, real Ires th a t 
the mayor Is keeping his promises to 
th e letter. 
T he trouble occurred In th e Sm ith 
billiard room, Sixth street, between 9 
and IO o'clock last night. Zoellars had 
been warned to stay away from the 
place, b u t entered th e 
room 
last 
night. 
A brief argum ent ensued, and 
Dutch was knocked down and thrown 
out cf the building. 
Ile wandered 
Into Geiz's soup room, In another 
part 
of 
the 
building, 
and 
the 
patrol 
was 
called. 
When 
It 
arrived 
Zoellars 
had 
disappeared. 
Officer 
Supplee 
waited 
awhile, 
and 
finally 
saw 
Zoellars 
come 
up Sixth street, and en ter th e place a 
second time. 
T he patrol was again 
called and Officer Jennings accom­ 
panied Patrolm an M eanorou the trip. 
When Zoellars 
was found he pre­ 
tended to be terribly injured and un­ 
able to walk so they carried him to 
th e pavem ent,and dumped him in the 
patrol. 
When locked up a t city hall 
he acted as if insane, crying out 
“There is Sm ith, keep him away!” 
and "S m ithy for God s sake don't bit 
me,” a t th e same tim e 
shrinking 
away as lf expecting a blow from some 
Imaginary person. 
T h e officers a t 
first tho ug ht he 
had 
received 
a 
blow 
on 
the 
head 
from 
a 
billiard ball which crazed him, bu t an 
exam ination of the scalp did not re­ 
veal any mark, 
I t was a clever bit of 
acting, and Dutch should Join a wild 
west show a t the first o p p o rtu n ity . He 
was brought before th e mayor this 
morning and Informed th a t there was 
a charge of fighting with Ed Green on 
Seventh street on Jan. 7, last, against 
him. 
He had sense enough to plead 
guilty, and then the new workhouse 
contract came handy.

cash to pay th e 17.60 against him, and

Issue ll no,OOO,Oho annually and pay 
them to the pensioned soldiers, and 
keep on coining gold and silver.

sue greenbacks until our circulating 
mediums of three kinds of money 
reaches HO per capita, and th en we 
will have all the flexibility or elastic­

T he people have no need of national 
banks, neither does the governm ent 
in times of peace; and the men who 
established them under the exigency 
of war, expected and knew they would 
have to g o out of existence when the 
call was made for th e bonds to he paid 
by th e government.

Miss Dickens, when an invalid, was 
frequently carried Into her father’s 
study and lay quietly on the sofa watch 
tag the novelist at work. On these oc 
cesious she was sometimes witness of a 
curious proceeding in which the novel 
ist Indulged: 
"Suddenly my father would jum p 
from his chair and rush to a mirror 
which hung near, and in which I could 
see the reflection of some extraordinary 
faoial contortions which he was making 
He returned rapidly to his desk, wrote 
furiously for a few minuted, and then 
went again to the mirror. 
The facial 
pantomime was resumed, and then, tu rn ­ 
ing toward but evidently not seeing me, 
he began talking rapidly in a low tone. 
Ceasing this soon, however, he returned 
onoemore to his desk, where he rem ain­ 
ed silently w riting 
uutil 
luncheon 
tim e " 
It was not till long afterward that 
MiRS Dickens discovered that, w ith his 
natural intensity, her father had thrown 
himself into the character that be was 
creating, "and th at for the tim e tieing 
he had not only lost sight of his sur­ 
roundings, but had actually become in 
action, as in im agination, the personal­ 
ity of his pen. ’’
